LMC662CN-ND $3.00 or 2/$5.00 post paid. 

LP2951CN-ND $3.00 or 2/$5.00 Post paid. 

It is okay to mix items. One of each would be $5.00 shipped. 


I expect to sell out of the op-amps more quickly than the voltage 
regulators because the op-amp substitution in the SW40+, SW30+, 40-40 
and similar rigs is a pin for pin drop-in substitution. It works well 
and saves 6mA or so on receive. A few low impedance headphones have 
caused oscillation with this mod. Some fixes have been suggested. My 
fix was simply to use other phones. The voltage regulator mod is going 
to require a wee bit more messing. A resistor divider and capacitor 
need to be supplied in order to set voltage and avoid instability. This 
mod saves a few mA continuously. All this is documented in the article 
by M. Lee and D. Monticelli, Revisiting the 40-40, in QRP Power, 1996, 
ARRL.

Leigh, my documentation for the RF-1 states on page 8 that the r-f 
output is about 2 volts peak-to-peak with an output impedance of 150 
ohms. They suggest coupling through a resistive pad if harmonic 
distortion is to be removed. Pad values are 150 ohms series with 60 ohms 
to ground. They claim this yields an output of 400 mv, p-p at an output 
Z of 50 ohms. 


Your data are interesting and more to the point of what actual output 
can be obtained.

The MFJ-9420 works exceptionally well. I've worked a ton of DX with it 
Since March 97, mostly portable. Rig needs about 2 amps on transmit, per 
manual. I use a 7 ahr gel cell which may be a bit on the heavy side for 


backpacking for you. 


I get a kick out of receiving 59 reports (real reports, I ask) from DX. 


They then tell me about their stations; large yagi beam up 25 meters, 600 
watts, etc. They almost don't believe me when I tell them I'm about 5 or 
so watts avg pwr out into an inverted-vee up about 45-50' or so, powered by 
a gel cell battery.

Hi all, 


Just a reminder that there was a whole series of articles in the CQC 
publication Low Down last year on the all band "zepp" and "double 
extended zepp" last year. The basic concept of the antenna is just hang 
as much wire as possible and feed it with twin lead and a tuner. The 
antenna will work on whatever the wire comes closest to for a half wave 
on the lowest band and exhibot some gain on all of the bands higher. For 
example, the antenna that use for camping is about 130 feet for the flat 
top. It will work on 80 meters and up since a half wave on 80 is about 
~135 feet. On any bands higher than that, it will show some gain. I have 
plotted the results of this antenna using EZNec and the results are 
really interesting. LB has a whole series on it. One of the things that 
is note worthy as well is that the antenna can be uses as a "Marconi". 
on 160 meters. Just short the two feeds together on the twin lead, hook 
up a quarter wave counterpoise and attach to the long wire input on the 
tuner and away you go. Very flexible antenna and one of the simplest to 
build that is out there. If you don't want to work the lower bands, then 
just cut a wire that is longer than a half wave on 40 meters and feed it 
with twin lead or ladder line. You can then work 40 meters and up. Just 
some thoughts and on no way intended to be a scientific study. I know 
that I used to go through a lot of brain damage to get antennas at a 
"perfect" 50 ohm match and it is just not worth it. Even on the Gap 


Titan where the SWR is not a perfect 1:1 to 1, I run it through the 
tuner and don't worry too much about the SWR. For example, I have a 
power meter in line after the tuner. On 30 meters, my SWR on the Gap is 
about 2:1 to 1. Always has been. If I run a radio straight in to the 
antenna at 10 watts, I might see about 8 watts out on the power meter. 
If I adjust for 1.1 to 1 SWR, I see 10 watts out. Who cares if there is 
a little mismatch that can be cleared up using a tuner. What little 
power you lose in the tuner will be made up for by the power delivered 
to the antenna by clearing up the mismatch. If you are microwatting, 
then yes there is a concern. But in my experience, for anything from 
about 2 watts and up, don't worry too much about the tuner. Make your 
coax feed as good as possible, use twin lead for a feeder, but have fun. 
Don't get obsessed with SWR.

INSIDE of the dit/dah shafts to form a narrower spacing between the 
paddles for those shipped after the first 1000 paddle kits. 


The paddle drawings were redone (by me) to show how the plastic pieces 
were relocated to the inside surface of the dit/dah shafts, but it is 
possible the first few went out with the original drawing.

I had a problem this weekend with antenna intermittency. Changed all the coax 
leads, checked the connectors and balun etc, but it still persisted. 
Eventually traced the problem to the centre contact on the S0239 sockets 
fitted to the LDG QRP ATU. The spring in these contacts had all but 
disappeared resulting in a very poor contact with the mating PL259s. Maybe 
worthwhile other LDG users checking in case there was a batch of faulty 
connectors? 


Perhaps someone would be kind enough to copy this to QRP-L for the wider US 
audience?

Had a great little adventure and looking back 
would have done a few things differently. 


The original plan was to operate from some 
higher peak in western North Carolina where I 
live but the plans shifted when our family 
vacation plans changed due to my wife's work 
schedule. So off to the coast we went ending up 
on Ocean Isle Beach, N.C. a barrier island. 


This was Saturday, the day before the big event. 

"What was the plan" I thought. Then it came to 
me to just dump my son's CD's out of his back 
pack and take the bare minimum of radio gear and 
head out hiking along the beach looking for some 
natural site that offered some advantage. I 
included my "pride and joy" rig the Sierra, my 
little 4AH gel-cell, a Bencher Paddle, a hastily 
constructed dipole for 20m, water, nuts, and 
most importantly insect repellent. 


Sunday arrived and I was anxious to get started. 
My wife got a good laugh when I announced that 
the bumblebee was ready to buzz away. My main 
thought was how to erect a dipole on a flat 
beach without a support. 


Down the beach I went, looking for the perfect 
spot. I hiked past the last beach house and 
headed toward the end of the island where the 
inlet comes in from the Atlantic. In the 
distance I saw what I thought was the perfect 
spot. I could see a series of old pilings, 
remnants of an old jetty, looming above the 
beach. The tide was receding and when I got 
closer I felt the regret. There was still water 
at their bases and I was not about to subject my 
Sierra to that environment. If only I had 
brought a 50ft extension of coax, it would have 
been perfect. 


Onward I walked as the sun got higher and 
hotter. Then ahead, I saw my only resort. It 
was a lone, low and weather beaten ceder tree on 
the edge of the marsh grass above the beach. 

I managed to hang the antenna in the inverted 
vee fashion from the one limb barely 10f£t above 
the sand with the ends of the antenna drooping 
within inches of the ground. 


Just an hour before the start time I checked 
the power out and found that it was only 700 
milliwatts on 20m. Even though the antenna was 
cut correctly for a "free space" dipole it 
certainly wasn't in free space now and the swr 
was much higher than anticipated. I didn't have 
a tuner and was getting much too hot to 
experiment with different antenna lengths, so I 
decided to just see what it would do on the air. 


I made contact with Barb, K1IER in Shelton, 
CT. and received a 569 report. Now that I knew 
it worked I was ready. Shortly after my first 
contest QSO's with Ken VE3ELA/ BB and John VE3JIC 
/ BB in Ontario, the ants started attacking. 
They headed straight up my legs. I 
counter-attacked with a massive dose of 
repellent. If you have read this much you have 
the mental picture of my setup. The struggle 
with the environment continued for the next 4 
hours. It went from blazing sun to a couple of 
short refreshing rain showers. I was able to 
operate continuously with the rig inside of a 
big zip-lock freezer bag inside of the backpack. 


In summary, it ended well. I had made 19 
contacts with the 700 Milliwatts including 10 
other brave soles (/BB's). It was very much an 
adventure. In retrospect, I would have scoped 
out the area ahead of time and have brought 
enough coax to use the pilings over the water 
and done a preliminary antenna setup, adjusting 
as needed. A makeshift shelter would have been 
nice, especially to keep the sun off I didn't 
mind the rain. 


I thank all the great ops out there that made 
it really fun. I hope to do it again next year 
but it will be a different adventure I'm sure.

Hello Matthew, Scott here in Ft. Lauderdale, FL. 

Let me quote Doug DeMaw from "QRP NOTEBOOK". 

"The antenna is the lifeline of our QRP stations. The better the 

antenna performance the greater the distance we can span with our 

low-power signals. Ideally, we should add as many decibels as pos- 

sible via the antenna system. This helps to compensate for the dBs 

we lose by operating with less than 5 watts. The QRP-station antenna 

should equal or exceed that of the QRO fixed station." 

"Only a masochist would use an inferior antenna with a QRP rig!" 

"What is a good antenna?" "A full sized dipole can be ... if it is 

high above ground (1/2 wavelength or greater), and when it is clear 

of nearby conductive objects, such as power lines, phone wires and 

other metal items that have reasonable mass. Of course, the feedline 
. should have minimum loss, and... short as possible." "Open wire 

feeders offer the least loss." 

"Other good antennas...full sized verticals...with decent ground system...' 

"Avoid lossy feed lines..." etc. 


The idea is DON'T think you can get away with a minimalist antenna 
just because you are using a minimalist rig! 


I have what once was an R-7 vertical by Cushcraft. It has all the 
"stuff" removed - was hit by lightning and blew up alll that stuff 
in its previous life on the top of a local condo. I added aluminum 
tubing to make it a full 33ft 6 inches (or thereabouts). I use a 2 
wire counterpoise "floating" from earth ground. I tuned the 2 radials 
just as you would a dipole and then connected them to the shield of 
RG-213 coax and the center conductor to the vertical radiator. It is 
elevated on a piece of chain-link fence top rail (20 ft pole) just 
jammed into the ground about 3 or 4 ft. I also have other antennas 
here but the "R-7megs" can be easily taken down and transported to 
remote locations and used in the field supported by a 20ft "push-up" 
pole. 


Hope this helps.

Dead bug is my favorite construction method ... you can get really nice 
stand-off's at military surplus places, and the high value resistors work 
great.. 


many times I use the components themselves as stand-off's: if a resistor 
goes to ground, it's now a stand-off. An IC in the circuit? No problem, glue 


it in up-side-down ... it's now a stand-off. A 3n211 or other metal 
transistor? Solder the thing to the board. If it needs to be insulated from 
ground, then I make a pad ... Either way, it's now a stand-off ... 


A good stiff razor goes a long way with dead bug when you have a tab ona 
transistor that needs to be insulated from ground. Just cut a 'moat' around 
it and solder it to the board. By the way, the leads just became stand-off's 


I've taken this to the extreme and done dead-bug with SMT parts ... it ends 
up looking like a little card house. You oughta try it some time! Sure hones 
your concentration! BTW, those DON'T repair well ... grin. 


With all the dead-bug circuits I've built and then made a board for, almost 

all of them performed better in the ugly configuration. Oh, BTW again, I've 

seen many dead-bug projects that were a work of art. My friend Corey, NANGZ, 
built a 6 meter to 2 meter transvertor that looks so cool. I try to talk him 
out of it every time I see it!

Don't see why something like this wouldn't work for 
anything up to low VHF at least.

Why not use the old tunable Pi-section output system. You can find it in 
many old ARRL Handbooks. You dont need a link and it acts as a low pass 
filter as well. Use a "fixed font" to view the schematic (like a COURIER 
font). It goes something like this for the vacuum tube rigs (or FET's 
now):

To tune, set c2 to maximum capacitance, then tune c1 for max output. It 
should be a touchy (narrow) peak. Then open the plates of c2 a bit.. 
Retune cl again. Open c2 a little more and re-peak c1 also. Soon the 
peaking of c1 will become broader until you start losing power. Then you 
are tuned up. 


I hope others can elaborate more on exactly what you need.
